ing an, army on paper of 400,000 or 500,- 
000 men. because with au effective force 
of 10,000 men, we might .have promptly 
captured Canada and ended the war. 


Tho. service rendered by the regular 


army in the Mexican war was far great- 
er in proportion than that which it ren- 
dered in the civil war,-and the success 
which attended the campaign of Taylor 
and of Scott Were largely due to that 
body of men. 


To the little, army of 25,000 men that 


survived the civil war, we owe the open- 
ing up of the entire western 
country. 


The hardships and the trials of frontier 
Indian campaigns which made possible 
the construction of the Pacific railroads 
have never been fully recognized by our 
people.

:and economy of force compared will- the 
tank performed 'shown by our regular 
troops have never been adequately com- 
jnemoratcd by congress or the nation. 


Cause of Increase. 


Today as a result of the Spanish war, 


the added responsibilities of our 
new 


Icpcndendes in the Philippines, Porto 
\ico, and- for some time in Cuba, togeth- 
•r with a sense of .the importance of our 
position as a world power have led to 


crease of our .regular army to a 


arger force than ever before in the liis- 
tory of the country, but not large in 
proportion to the increased population 
nd wealth than in the early years of 


the republic. It should not be reduced. 


Army as Nucleus. 


The profession of arms hag always 


>een an honorable ono 'and under condi- 
ions of modern warfare it has become 
lighly technical and requires years cf ex- 
lericncc and study to adapt thp officers 
nd men to its .requirements. The gen- 


eral purpose of congress and the Ameri- 
can people if one can say there is a plan 
or purpose is to have such, a nucleus as a 
•egular army that it may furnish a skel- 
eton for rapid enlargement in times of a 
war to a force ten or twenty times its 
size, and at the same time be an appro- 
priate instrument for accomplishing thu 
purpose of the government in crisis like- 
ly to 'arise 'other than war.

DAUGHTER'S HOME. 


With Ox Cart, He Crossed Plains- ia 


Early Days, Returning to Buy and 
Cultivate 
Splendid 
Farm—Leaves 


Family—Was Honored,and Respected, 


Edw'ard Lee, one of the pioneer set- 


tlers of Racine county, died on Satur- 
day afternoon, at the home of his daugbv 
ter, Mrs. Mary Howartb, near Sylvama, 
town of Yorkville, aged 84 years. 


Deceased was a son of Thomas and 


Ann (Edwardson) Lee, both of whom 
were natives of Lancashire, England. He 
was born January 26, 1827, in Lanca- 
shire England. 
His early life was an 


eventful one, for the monotony was ie-t 
lieved by the various experiences and_ 
oftentimes dangers of pioneer life. His.- 
chances for acquiring an education wero 
mea'gre, but his training in farm labor 
was extensive. 


On the 9th. of July, 1850, he was 


.united in marriage to Miss Susanna Lee, 
a native of England. 
This union was 


blessed with four children and she died 
in 1850. He was again married in I860, 
his second wife being Miss Harriet Jane 
Parks of Buffalo, New York. 
Twelve 


children blessed this union. 


With hopes of bettering his condition, 


Mr. Lee, in 1S52, br.He his wife adieu 
and with three yoke of oxen started 
for the Pacific slope and reached the 
goldficlds in September, j Here he re- 
mained two years and came back, with 
52,000.' He then purchased 160 acres of 
land in Sauk county, where he made his 
home for twenty-three years. He lived

hardships' of pioneer days. With rare 
judgment and hard .work.-he cultivated

The lat- 
ter should be taken into the yard and 
s.-iturated with gasoline. It soon evapor- 
ates. All bed clothing should bo thor- 
oughly washed, for they are often the 
means of keeping pests in the house, as 
i^ggs arc hatched in some of the folds 
and cHiinot be seen.

dren were abandoned. Last is given the 
history of a criminal born child. This 
child wan always unmanageable, and had 
many physical defects.
